SHOW GREAT LOSS 


ENORMOUS 
TERRITORY COV- 
ERED BY THE W ATER. 


Government Estimates 
Show 
That 


150,800 Square Miles of Rich Farm 
Lands Have Been Deluged—Enor­ 
mous Financial Loss Must Result 
In the Northwest and South. 


W ashington, April 12.—A statement 
relative to the agricultural 
interests 
of the submerged districts of the Mis­ 
sissippi valley south of Cairo, IU., has 
been issued by the department of agri­ 
culture. It is based upon a chart pre­ 
pared under the direction of the chief 
of the weather bureau, showing the ex­ 
tent of the flood April 6. To this chart 
the department has applied the 
crop 
statistics of 1896, as representing more 
■closely than any other available data 
the acreage and value of the crops of 
3897 now in danger. 
The total area under water on April 
6 was about 15,800 square miles, 
of 
which 7,900 square miles was in Mis­ 
sissippi, 4,500 square miles in Arkan­ 
sas, 1,750 square miles 
in 
Missouri, 
1,200 in Tennessee and 450 in Louisi­ 
ana. The region contained in 1890, so 
far as can be determined in view of the 
somewhat indefinite boundary lines Of 
the flood, a population of 379,685. The 
colored population 
outnumbered 
the 
whites in the proportion of twelve to 
seven. 
The flooded districts contain, it is es­ 
timated, about 39,500 farms, of which 
about 18,500 are in Mississippi, nearly 
10,000 in Arkansas, and a like number 
about equally divided between Missou­ 
ri and Tennessee. These farms con­ 
tain a total area of about 
3,800,000 
acres, one-half of which is in Missis­ 
sippi and rather over one-fourth 
in 
Arkansas, the proportions in Missouri 
and Tennessee being about the same as 
in the case of the number of farms. 
The total value of these farms with 
their improvements and farm 
imple­ 
m ents is close to $65,000,000, and here 
also the proportions in the different 
states are about the same as 
above 
noted. 
The total number of acres improved 
at the taking of the last census 
was 
about 2,000,000, 
and 
about 1,500,000 
acres were last year devoted to cotton 
and corn, to which crops nearly 95 per 
cent of the entire acreage cultivated is 
devoted. The live stock on hand Jan. 
I of the present year was valued 
at 
■over $7,500,000, divided in very much 
the same proportions as other 
farm 
property. 
It is estimated that of the 
crops of last year over $3,750,000 worth 
remained on hand in the submerged 
region in the last month, cotton repre­ 
senting 
about 
two-thirds 
of 
this 
amount and corn practically all the re­ 
mainder. 
The largest interests at stake so far 
are those of the state of Mississippi, 
whose flooded districts represent an 
invested capital in agriculture alone of 
close upon 
$42,000,000. 
Over 18,000 
farms, containing 2,000,000 
acres 
of 
land of an average value of about $18 
an acre are under water in the country 
lyipg between the Mississippi and Ya­ 
zoo rivers, including some of the most 
productive lands of the state. 
Their 
live stock, even at the present 
low 
prices, is worth nearly $3,500,000, and 
the farmers and planters are estimated 
to have about $2,000,000 worth of the 
crops of last year still on hand. 
W hat effect the flood will have upon 
the crops of the present season de­ 
pends upon the length of its continu­ 
ance and the practicability of wheat 
planting after the subsidence of the 
flood. The entire region under water 
April 6 produced last year about 370,- 
000 bales of cotton, valued at $13,000,- 
000; over 11,000,000 bushels of corn, 
worth about 
$3,400,000, and 
wheat, 
oats, potatoes and 
hay 
worth 
over 
$800,000 more. The most valuable por­ 
tion of these crops was raised in Mis­ 
sissippi, whose region now’ submerged 
produced nearly 250,000 bales of cot­ 
ton besides other products, mostly for 
local consumption. 
The weather bureau predicts a fur­ 
ther extension of the flooded area, but 
no attempt, of course, has been made 
to estimate the serious possibilities of 
such extension.

Greek Regular Soldiers Are With the

Athens, April 12.—The latest advices 
here report that a portion of the in­ 
vading forces continue to besiege the 
barracks at Baltino. 
The 
remainder 
has continued the advance, but to a 
destination as yet unknown at Athens. 
It is reported that communications be­ 
tween Matzovo and Grevena are cut off. 
Accounts are very conflicting as to 
what really happened last Friday, when 
the Turkish frontier was crossed by the 
insurgents. A special correspondent of 
the Associated press went to Larissa 
last evening (Saturday) and ascertained 
that the invaders numbered upward of 
3,000.

The entire force was under the com­ 
mand of three ex-officers of the Greek 
army.

Charlotte, N. C., April 12.—North 
bound Florida special on the Southern 
railway No. 36 and local south-bound 
passenger train No. ll collided at 11:15 
o’clock Sunday morning at Harrisburg, 
a small town about thirteen miles north 
of this city, killing three persons and 
wounding six. 
The killed are: 
BENTON T. CLINGMAN, of Char­ 
lotte, aged 35; postal clerk on No. ll. 
DONALDSON, WILL, fireman on No. 
36. 
EUDY, TITUS, of Forest Hill Con­ 
cord. 
The two engines came together with 
a terrific crash 
which resembled 
a 
sharp crack of thunder. Just previous 
to the collision Engineer Tunstall ap­ 
plied the air-brake and jumped. Many 
of the passengers on No. 36 were thrown 
from the seats, but none of them wag 
hurt. 
The two express cars on the 
north-bound train were shattered into 
thousands of pieces, and soon after the 
accident the postal of the local caught 
fire, but by the use of chemicals the 
flames were extinguished. 
Postal Clerk Clingman suffered a hor­ 
rible death. His legs were pinioned so 
close to the boiler of one of the en­ 
gines that he was being burned by the 
heat and steam. 
He begged piteously 
to his rescuers to cut off his legs and 
extricate him. 
Although every effort 
was made to release the suffering man 
it was an hour and a half before he 
was taken out. 
He lived but fifteen 
minutes longer. 
Donaldson and Titus 
Eudy were found in the center of the 
wreck. 
Engineer Kinney 
was taken 
from the wreck alive, but is so badly 
scalded that he is not expected to live. 
The wounded are being cared for in 
this city.

accomplished. 
On the other hand, the czar and his 
advisers are said to be decided that 
France is too fickle for a reliable ally, 
and an entente, which, perhaps, later 
will be followed by a formal alliance, 
is to be reached in the spring and sum­ 
mer between Germany.

—Lately He Has Worked Building

H J. Sanford, who was arrested In 
Jamestown, N. Y , for attempting to 
a bindle a building and loan association 
out of 91,000, made Valentine Bros. 
Yid!ms to the extent of $250 in this 
oitj. 
It was in the interest of Valen­ 
tins Bros that the Pinkerton Detective 
agency had been looking for him for 
eight years. 
Eight years ago he was working the 
schools. 
For the last three years he has been 
working building assooiationk. 
When he came to Janesville became 
n the character of a young man anx- 
ous to learn telegraphy. 
He said 
th at he had practiced a little around 
railroad offices and that he wanted to 
Icard the trade thoroughly. 
He paid his tuition with a 9300 
draft on the First National bank at 
Ypsilanti. 
Valentine Bros, deducted 
the 950 scholorship fee and gave him 
a check payable to his order on the 
Bock County Bank of this city. 
As 
he could not get the check cashed 
without 
their 
identification, 
the 
school was insured against loss in case 
the Ypsilanti draft, proved worthless. 
Sanford attendei school all day and 
went to a boarding house with Fred 
Marshall, now operator for the C. & 
N. W. of this city, but at that time a 
student in the school. 
C. tv . T a y lo r Id e n tifie d H im . 
C. W. Taylor was a teacher in the 
fohool at that time and Sanford got 
prettv well acquainted with him in 
the first day and made such a good 
impression on him that when Sanford 
asked him to step into the bank and 
identify him as he needed a little 
ready money, he had no hesitancy in 
complying. 
Sanford got his 9250 cash and was 
never seen again in Janesville and 
The Ypsilanti draft came back with 
• ‘forgery” marked across the back. 
Two or three schools were victim­ 
ized in about the same way.

after a Pinkerton detective was put on 
th ) trial. 
Valentine Bros, furnished the only 
Sitlsfactory 
description

the man’s personal peculiarities. 
The 
agency worked for a longtime with­ 
out getting a clue but a few years 
later became satisfied that the same 
man 
had turned his attention to 
building aud loan associations. 
B o u g h t S to ck W ith 15ml D ra fts . 
He was evidently an old railroad 
man and familiar with railroad ways, 
and his game was to drop into a town, 
get acquainted with the railroad men 
and bring the talk casually around to 
the matter of investing money. 
He 
hsd about 91,000 he wanted to invest 
he would explain, and was anxious to 
find out the relative advantages of 
building and loan association stock 
aud first class promissory notes. 
He 
would usually find a railroad man who 
waB investing in some building and 
loan association and who would take 
him in hand at once as a possible 
stockholder.

tons made up their mind to catch him 
in this way. 
They sent circulars to 
every buiidiug association in the conu- 
try d ascribing Sanford, and explain • 
ing his game. 
Thesa circulars went 
out ten days ago, and Thursday when 
he walked into the office of the secre­ 
tary of the Chautauqua building and 
loan association in Jamestown and 
tried to work off a thousand dollar 
draft, they were all ready for him. 
Enough counts are recorded against 
bim to keep him behind the bars the 
rest of his natural life, if all of them 
are followed up.___________

WHAT ICELAND WOMEN WEAR. 


Dresses Are Peculiar, Gay and 
Striking: 
Remarkable Headgear. 
The usual dress of the women of Ice­ 
land, irrespective of wealth or station, 
consists of a long garment of wadmel, 
hanging from the shoulders to the heels 
and fastened with a bright clasp at the 
neck, says Scottish Nights.

such is the fact, insists the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle. 
“The process of robbing the earth of 
Its gold has now been reduced to such 
a fine point,” said Prof. Price, “that 
the gentle flowing of water over the 
ore gleans it of its golden treasures, 
and this works well in cases where the 
old chloride and other methods are no: 
so useful.” 
But the water of which Prof. Price 
spoke is not so 
pure 
as 
it 
looks, 
though the eye could never distinguish 
it from that which is dipped from the j wjjen occasion offered, 
old oaken bucket from a well in the 
deep tangled wildwood. 
The 
water 
used by miners in bringing gold from 
piles of 
mineral-hearing 
quartz 
is 
charged with a simple chemical which 
has the potency to dissolve gold and 
hold it in solution. In truth, the spark­ 
ling liquid which flows over hundreds 
of tons of quartz, trickles through the 
mines and seeks its level, laden with 
gold, is charged with a deadly poison, 
cyanide of potassium, a drug whjch 
ferrets out the minutest parts of the 
yellow7 metal, disolves them and brings 
the precious burden to the vats 
for 
conversion into refined gold again. 
The cyanide process is as noiseless 
and unerring as the laws of gravita­ 
tion, doing its work as quietly as “the 
majestic dance of the hours.” unhin­ 
dered by darkness or weather, by dis­ 
asters of field or flood. 
The state mining bureau of Califor­ 
nia was one of the first in the United 
States to investigate the merits of the 
cyanide process, and since the earliest 
investigation the method ha# found ex­ 
tensive application. It is so interesting 
that its results are nothing less than 
marvelous. 
This method of extract­ 
ing both gold and silver from ores is 
based on the fact that even a very wreak 
solution of cyanide of potassium dis­ 
solves gold and silver, forming

spectively “auro-potassic cyanide” and

of potassium cyanide, usually by allow­

Antivenine, a remedy of the serum 
class invented by a doctor named Cal- 
mette, has been subjected to the sever­ 
est practical tests in India and is re­ 
garded in that serpent-ridden land aa 
one of the age’s most valuable discov­ 
eries, says the New York Times. As an 
instance of its power, an English medi- . 
cal journal tells of a Hindoo boy who, 1 
while drawing water from a well near 
Meerut, trod on and was bitten by a 
krait (Bungarus coerlus), the serpent 
whose bite is considered more danger­ 
ous than that of any other snake in In­ 
dia except the cobra.

were with the boy picked him up and 
carried him at once to the quarters of 
Surgeon Major Rennie.

I says: “Not more than three minutes 
I elapsed from the time he was bitten 
to the time I saw him. The typical im­ 
print of a snake bite, with its two deep 
fang punctures and the crescentic row 
of small teeth marks, was plainly visi­ 
ble on the inner side of the right foot. 
I at once injected eight centimeters of 
Calmette's antivenine serum into the 
subcutaneous cellular tissue of the ab­ 
domen.
